Wave Breaks 


Total Of 124 Deaths Laid 
To Week-Long Blast; Scores 
Injured In Falls 


By UNITED PRESS 

A slippery glaze of ice that covered a 
third of the nation, crippling traffic 
and communications, disappeared 
gradually today with slowly rising tem- 
peratures. 

The ice sheet extended from Nebras- 
ka to Pennsylvania and from Kentucky 
to the Great Lakes region, U. S. fore- 
caster C. A. Donnel said, Intermittent, 


Ohio and Missouri Valleys have ceased 
except in scattered localities, he said 

He predicted further increases in the 
temperatures throughout the middle- 
west. 

Automobile and pedestrian deaths 
attributed to icy pavements increased 
during a week-long onslaught of cold 
and snow to 124. New deaths reported 
included four in Kansas City, two in 
Idaho, two in Detroit, two in Chicago, 
and one each in Oklahoma, Albany, 
Cleveland and Montana. 

Sixty persons were under treatment 
at the Cook County (Chicago) Hos- 
pital for injuries suffered in falls. 

Other Chicago hospitals reported 
scores of minor injuries from falls. At 
St. Louis physicians attributed 56 cases | 
of fracture and 140 minor injuries to 
hazardous walking conditions. | 

In western Oklahoma, 27 crews were 
repairing telephone lines snapped by 
the weight of ice. The broken commun- 
ications and perilous driving condi- 
tions virtually isolated 45 Oklahoma 
towns.
